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McDonald Road gets 


$12K federal

Such top- 
igs and others were discussed at the Board of 
Selectmen meeting that took place at the Town Hall 
on Monday, July 17. . . 

¢ FUNDS FOR A BETTER UNDERSTANDING. 
Board of Health Director Greg Erickson informed 
the Selectmen that the town of Wilmington has 
received a grant for $12,000 that will enable the 
development and distribution of “educational pack- 
ets” that will answer questions for residents who 
live around McDonald Road. 

McDonald Road marks the location where haz- 
ardous waste-filled drums and contaminated soil 
were recently excavated and gathered by the 
Environmental Protection Agency and the contract- 
ing firm Woodard & Curran. 

The community has already received $2,000 of the 
Environmental Health Education Needs 
Assessment Grant, and the Board of Health is using 
such funds to work with thé EPA and the 
Department of Environmental Protection to survey 
the community. 

The grant will be dispersed to the town in two six- 
month increments over a period of one year. 

“We're one of only eleven Boards of Health 
across the nation who has received this grant,” said 
Director Erickson. 

Resident Tracey Peterson, who in the past has

voiced her concerns about possible hazardous fumes 
emanating from the Car Mart in her neighborhood, 
was present at the meeting. She asked Mr. Erickson 
if the grant of $12,000 was going to be used town- 
wide. 

“How are you going to educate me with the 
$12,000?” asked Peterson. 

Erickson responded that the grant is intended 
only for matters concerning McDonald Road, but he 
mentioned that other grants might be available to 
address other related issues throughout the commu- 
nity. 

* SPEAKING OF MCDONALD ROAD .. . Gary 
Lipson, the On-Site Coordinator of the EPA, and 
Project Manager Robert McGrath, from the firm 
Woodard & Curran, presented to the board a slide 
show that demonstrated the work that has been 
done to clean the waste at McDonald Road. 

Slides shown included pictures of the access road 
that was constructed for vehicles to use, so as to not 
drag hazardous materials throughout the neighbor- 
hood; the vast number of the 700 empty and filled 
drums that were excavated from the land; the dam- 
aged soil beneath the ground that was colored blue 
and pink and yellow by the contaminants that were 
dumped there over the years; the work stations that 
ensured the safe storage of the drums and materials 
and the cleanliness of the working crews; and so on.

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Big Dig materials may 
cap old town dump

WILMINGTON - The closed 40 
acre landfill acreage formerly 
known as “Blue Hog Farm” at 923 
Main Street, may be the recipient 
of materials removed from 
Boston’s Big Dig. A public meet- 
ing has been scheduled on 
Thursday, July 20th at 7:30 p.m. to 
@iscuss this and other issues sur- 
founding the closure of the land- 
fill. 


“This was the Town of 
Wilmington’s dump site for resi- 
dential solid waste from the mid 
50’s through 1976,” said Barry P. 
Fogel, attorney for property 
owner Charles Spinazola. The 
upcoming meeting will be to pre- 
sent. a plan by Mass. 
Environmental Associates, Inc. of 
Somerville on the completion of 
their investigations and capping 
of the former solid waste landfill. 

The plan is being developed for 
implementation according to the 


juirements of an 
hd minis trative Consent Order 


issued by the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection. Mr. Fogel said that 
the plan includes incoming ship- 
ments of a total of 500,000 cubic 
yards of DEPapproved grading 
and shaping materials for a cap. 
These materials can include fine- 
ly crushed materials from offsite 
projects as well as materials from 
the “Big Dig.” 

Mr. Fogel said that the DEP 
has gone through some changes 
over the years and has developed 
new rules and regulations regard- 
ing landfills along the way. There 
was a directive to close some 
landfills after the 1970's and Mr. 
Spinazola’s was one of them. The 
Main Street dumpsite was one of 
15 unlined sites; that is, sites that 
do not have an impervious bedlin- 
er to prevent leakage of dump 
materials. For these sites, a cap- 
ping plan was required and the 
cap must be impervious. 

“The theory of an impervious 
cap is to stop the production of 


leachate,” Mr. Fogel said.. He 
said that Mr. Spinazola didn’t sub- 
mit a capping plan at that time 
because he wasn’t aware of the 
new rule. In the past, if an area 
of waste was exposed, soil was 
brought in and the area was cov- 
ered up. Now the DEP requires 
more extensive work to cover a 
landfill. 

The amount of material 
required for capping the 40acre 
site will fill at least 100 truck 
beds. With each shipment of fill, 
there is the added possibility of 
road dust and loose debris along 
the travel route. Although Mr. 
Fogel indicated that the vehicles 
will be secure and the materials 
contained, road dust will still be 
produced. 

The cost of closing the landfill 
is estimated at 6 million dollars. 
‘To defray that cost, Mr. Spinazola 
has the option to use closure 
materials from the Big Dig or

CHECK THESE NEW 
SOCIAL SECURITY 
RULES 


Congress has relaxed the rules on out- 
side earnings for workers of full retirement 
age (65), Like those over 70, they can earn 
any amount without losing Social Security 
benefits. The new law is retroactive to 
January, so you can claim any benefits that 
were withheld this year because you earned 
foo much. (Those age 62 to 65 still lose $1 
of benefits for every $3 they “eam over 
$10,080.) 


If you're 65 or over and still working. 
should you file for benefits? Probably. File 
now. and you have your benefits in hand, to 
bank or to spend. until you actually retire. 
True. if you hold off, you eam a 0.5 percent 
bonus for each month you delay. up to a 
maximum credit of 30 percent at age 70. 
But it Would ¢° -e 16 years of those higher 
benefits—until you were 86—t0 make up 
what you didn't collect from 65 to 70.

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Have to Pay to Play 


WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY - “Congratulations' You've just 
won $5,000!” 

The words were music to the Dallas woman's ears, especially 
coming during the holidays, when she was feeling financially 


pinched. The caller told her she'd receive her check within two or 

three weeks, just when the holiday credit card bills would be 

coming in 

All the caller needed to finalize the deal was the woman's check 
account number, which would allow him to deduct a $289 tax on 
her winnings from her account. He assured her that the charge 
wouldn't be deducted until her $5,000 check had been deposited to 
her account 

Two days later, an electronic check for $289 was presented to 
her bank. Within the next couple days, another $289 was deducted 
from her account 

She’s out almost $600, and she has yet to receive her $5,000 
“prize.” ‘ 

The same caller contacted the woman the next month to 
announce that she'd won a $4,000 prize. When the caller realized 
that he'd mistakenly made a repeat call, she says, he quickly hung 
up. 

Everyone loves to be a winner. A recent poll by Opinion 
Research Corporation showed that more than half of all American 
adults entered sweepstakes within the past year. Most of the 
contests were run by reputable marketers and non-profit organi- 
zations to promote their products and services. Some lucky 
winners received millions of dollars or valuable prizes 

But, many sweepstakes are scams, and an alarming number of 
people lose money to them. The same fraudsters who “took” the 
Dallas woman also claimed victims from Spring Valley, N.Y., to 
Bryson City, N.C. toSyracuse, Utah. Some of the victims admitted 
being uncomfortablé about sharing their bank account informa- 
tion with the caller, but the silver-tongued sales pitch and the thrill 
of being a winner allayed their concerns - at least momentarily 

Every day, consumers across the United States lose thousands 
of dollars to unscrupulous prize promoters. Last year alone, the 
Federal Trade Commission received more than 10,000 complaints 
from consumers about gifts, sweepstakes and prize promotions. 
Many of the consumers received telephone calls or postcards 
telling them that they'd won a big prize - only to find out that to 
claim it, they had to buy something or pay as much as $10,000 in 
fees or other charges 

What's the difference between legitimate sweepstakes and 
fraudulent ones? 

According to Tom Carter, an attorney with the FTC, the 
federal consumer protection agency, prizes in legitimate sweep- 
stakes are awarded solely by chance, and contestants don’t have 
to pay a fee or buy something to enter or boost their chances of 
winning 

“But in fraudulent schemes, contestants almost always have to 
pockets to enter the sweepstakes or collect the so- 
ze,” he said. 

Often the “fabulous prizes” touted in these contests aren't 
worth collecting. A “diamond pendant” might be the size of a 
pinhead. A “luxury vacation for two” might be an overnight in a 
seedy motel. An “all terrain vehicle” might be nothing more than 
a toy car . 

Yet scam artists often use the promise of these and other 
“valuable” prizes to entice consumers to buy overpriced products 
or services, to contribute to bogus charities, or to attend sales 
pitches for land or vacation time-shares. People who fall for their 
ploys may end up paying far more than their “prizes” are worth 
- if they receive them at all. 

Carter says consumers who sign up for contest drawings in 
public places, through the mail or on-line also may get more than 
they bargained for. That is, more advertising solicitations, more 
telemarketing calls, more unsolicited commercial e-mail, and 
possibly, more prize promotion offers. 

Carter cautions consumers to read the fine print on contest 
drawing entry forms before filling them out and to steer clear of 
any that don’t guarantee their privacy. “Consumers should look 
for a statement clarifying that the promoter won't sell or share 
the persons’ name with third parties,” he counsels. 

But the bottom line, he adds, is not to pay to enter a contest or 
collect a prize. “Remember that if you have to pay for your ‘prize’ 
it’s not a prize,” Carter says, “It’s a purchase.” 

Here are some of Carter’s telltale signs of fraudulent prize 
promotions and sweepstakes 

* a notification telling you've won a “big” prize - mailed to you 
at bulk rate. 

* a requirement that you disclose your bank account informa- 
tionso the promoter can either deposit your winnings directly into 
your account or charge your account for taxes or fees on your 
prize. 

* arequirement that youcall a toll-free number for details. It's 
likely that you will be transferred to a “900” pay-per-call number. 

* a requirement that you buy something, attend a sales meeting 
or pay a fee to enter or claim your prize.

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Wetland work permit filed for 
Wilmington contamination site 


WILMINGTON — Olin Envi- 
ronmental Management, Inc., is 
seeking permission from the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
to place fill in wetlands and wa- 
terways in conjunction with re- 
moval of contaminated sedi 
ment and site grading at 51 
Eames Street in Wilmington. 

The site is just north of the 
Woburn line off Main Street on 
the westerly side. The area in 
Woburn at the line is also under 
development pressures and 
Woburn has major construction 
going at the bend in the road as 
one approaches the Wilmington 
line. 

The work, which would im- 
pact a total of 3.29 acres of wet- 
lands, would comply with the 
approved release abatement 
measure plan to allow redevel- 
opment of the property. 

The application for the fed- 
eral permit was filed with the 
Engineers in compliance with 
Section 404 of the Clean Water 
Act which regulates the dis- 
charge of dredged or fill mate- 
rial in United States waters, in- 
cluding wetlands. 

To assist in evaluating site 
cleanup, the Engineers are so- 
liciting public comments. 

Steve Morrow, Olin Environ- 
mental Management, has re- 
quested a U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers permit under Section

nounced that the House of Repre 
sentatives enacted House Bill No 
4525, a bill protecting patients’ rights 
in the Commonwealth of Massa 
chusetts, 

House No. 4: llows patients to 
appeal HMO decisions and contains 
measures to prevent HMO's from 
limiting patients rights to quality 
care. Rep. Miceli said, “This legis- 
lation is a direct response by the 
legislature to the many concerns 
citizens of the Commonwealth have 
expressed regarding the many chal- 
lenges they face within the man- 
aged care system today.” 

Other leg lation addressed by 
the legislature last week included 
non-group insurance reforms 


House Bill 5332 was enacted by the 
House and the Senate and has been 
placed onthe Governor's desk. This 
bill, when implemented will make 
health care more accessible and 
affordable to those individuals who 
must cover their own health insur- 
ance costs. 

One of the main provisions of 
this bill requires all closed plans 
purchased prior to September 1997 
to remain operational and can only 
be terminated when the enrollment 
number is not more than 25 percent 
of the closed plan’s December 1999 
enrollment number.

Registry of Motor Vehicles 


Can your sticker 
pass inspection? 


BOSTON - Responding to the 
needs of consumers and law en- 
forcement officials, Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles, Daniel A. 
Grabauskas has introduced a newly 
designed inspection sticker. The 
new sticker is easier to read and 
has an improved design to ensure 
that it will remain bonded to the 
vehicle’s windshield. 

“The Registry heard the con- 
cerns raised by consumers and law 
enforcement officials,” said Regis- 
trar Grabauskas. “They wanted a 
sticker that was easier to read and 
we needed to address, with our 
vendor, the fact that the stickers 
were not sticking properly.” 

The current inspection sticker 
was designed more than two years 
ago and implemented when the 
enhanced emissions program be- 
gan last October. That sticker in- 
cluded both the specific day and 
month by which a vehicle must be 
reinspected, which differed from 
the old system that simply indi- 
cated which month. Upon becom- 
ing Registrar, Grabauskas changed 
back to the former system allowing 
drivers the entire month to get their 
vehicle reinspected. Therefore, the 
new sticker prominently displays 
only the sticker’s month of expira- 
tion. This single number will be 
larger so that law enforcement of- 
ficials may more easily read them, 


and consumers will be reminded 
when it is time to get reinspected. 

The Registry also addressed the 
problem of the quality of the cur- 
rent sticker by replacing its border 
adhesive design with a stronger full 
surface adhesive. 

“Many of the stickers used cur- 
rently are peeling in the summer 
heat,” added Grabauskas. “Thenew 
stickers will hold up under the sun.” 

For those who currently have 
problems with their sticker, the 
Registry will also make available 
clear adhesive patches that will 
cover stickers already on vehicles 
to ensure that they will remain 
attached until your next inspection, 
Beginning in August this patch will 
be available free of charge at all 
inspection stations. Drivers need 
only to stop by and pick one up. 

Software used to produce the 
new stickers is currently being in- 
stalled by Keating Technologies. 
Installation of this software in all of 
the more than 1,200 inspection sta- 
tions statewide is scheduled for 
completion this month. 

The redesign of the inspection 
sticker is another step by the Reg- 
istry to improve customer service.

Vision House moves to 
new location 


TEWKSBURY - Vision House, a 
nonprofit program for adults with 
acquired brain injuries, has a new 
home in one of Tewksbury’s most 
historic buildings. 

The program recently movedinto 
the former Rosewood Restaurant 
at 464 Main Street, Rt. 38, in 
Tewksbury. The building now 
houses the Vision House day pro- 
gram and its popular gift shop, 
which provides Vision House mem- 
bers with the opportunity to relearn 
the skills needed to resume produc- 
tive work. 

«, The site for Vision House’s new 
home. has served many different 
people through the years. 

, At one time it was the location 
fer a Sabbath House, which pro- 
vided warmth and food for families 
during breaks in what were then 
day long church services. The build- 
ing also was a tavern that served 
travelers between New Hampshire 
and Boston. Both the Hardy and 
Rogers homesteads were built on 
the site. Later, it was the home of 
Alice Pike, who was Tewksbury’s 
treasurer until 1934. 

, “We're delighted to be in this 
wonderful, historic building,” Vi- 
sion House founder and president 
Norma Eisenberg said of the move. 
“It’s history of offering shelter and 
warmth now continues for a differ- 
ent traveler - one who is returning 


to the family and community from 
the long and difficult road of brain 
trauma.” 

Until recently, Vision House had 
been located on the corner of East 
and Livingston Streets on the 
grounds of Tewksbury State Hospi- 
tal. The gift shop, known as the 
Olde School Shoppe, had been in a 
renovated school house next door. 
Newly renamed the Vision House 
Gift Shop, the store is now housed 
in one section of the new building. 

Eisenberg and her husband, who 
live in Andover, spearheaded the 
founding of Vision House 16 years 
ago, after their son suffered a se- 
vere brain injury in a car accident. 

Today, Vision House offers a 
variety of services for adult survi- 
vors of acquired brain injury. These 
include day community reentry 
programs, such as psycho-social 
rehabilitation, education, pre-voca- 
tional rehabilitation and family 
support. An outreach program pro- 
vides support for survivors living 
in their own homes and covers a 
variety of areas, including time 
management, nutrition and bud- 
geting. 

Members have come from towns 
throughout the surrounding area. 

“People who survive brain inju- 
ries often find their lives dramati- 

cally changed and are no longer 
considered productive members of

society,” Eisenberg said. “Jobs are 
incompatible with their ‘new’ abili- 
ties, friends vanish and family sys- 
tems often fall apart. Survivors have 
new and different needs, but they’re 
living in a world that has high ex- 
pectations and little tolerance for 
people who are considered differ- 
ent.”

sion House after they were dis- 
charged from hospitals and private 
rehabilitation facilities because 
their insurance coverage had ex- 
pired.

Vision House provides services for 
its members at about $13,500a year, 
she said, compared to a private, 
for-profit programs that can cost 
as much as $1,000 a day.

Tony Ganchi:

Tony Ganchi doesn't need an 
ction to the town of Tewks 
been on the benches 
for years as a youth 
»tball and basketball 
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During the summer of 1995it was 
Ganchi's fifth season as an all-star 
coach with basically the same core 
of players. This time he was in 
charge of the Major League Na- 
tionals. That team won the District 
14 Championship, winning seven 
games and advancing further than 
any Tewksbury Little League team 
had in the previous ten years 

Playing against Swampscott in 
a bi-district game, Ganchi and the 
Tewksbury fans witnessed a ter- 
rible display of coaching and sports- 
manship from the Swampscott 
coaches. First of all, they hadseven 
coaches in the dugout. Of the seven, 
the jobs of a few of them was to 
steal the opposing team's signs 
The game was fueled with tension, 
trash talking and loud parents and 
coaches going atit verbally. Ganchi 
made sure he was right inthe middle 
of it. Ganchi was upset in that game, 
and he should have been. After the 
game he made sure he told report 
ers his ill feelings. But he was also 
quick to point out the great efforts 
by both the Swampscott players 
and his own. 

“We were a family-oriented team 
from the start and we stayed that 
way throughout the tournament,” 
said Ganchi after that loss. "These 
were my kids for the last month and 
a half, and if I could do it all over 
again I would. I have been coaching 
the same all-star team for the past 
five years, and these kids are really 
special. They never gave up. They 


never quit.” 

That game said it all Gagchi- 
stood up for what was nigh 
stood up for his players, and he vas 
truly genuine about all 

Then came the next summer. It 
was 1996 and Ganchi was back as 
the Junior National League Al! 
Star coach. And right away Ganchi 
made a lot of noise. In the team's 
first practice on June 15th. he sent

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the entire team home after 15 min- 
utes because they basically stunk. 
He told them if they played like that 
in the game, they would be "two 
and barbecue.” 

Good tactic? You bet. 

From there the team played 
nearly invisibly. In their first game 
they trailed Billerica American 5-1 
in the sixth inning, only to come 
back and win 7-4. They would beat 
Andover 64 and then Tewksbury 
American 7-1, before the Ameri- 
cans beat them 7-5 behind five sui- 
cide squeeze plays by Kevin Shea, 
Ganchi's good friend. That set up a 
third game between the two teams 
from the same town - all for the 
championship title. This time 
Tewksbury won, 10-0, behind the 
performance of ace pitcher Scott 
Favreau. His performance led the 
team to its second straight District 
Title 

On came the Bi-Districts where 
they met up with a very good Wilm- 
ington team. Tewksbury barely 
edged them cut 5-4, before meeting 
up with its longtime rival of 
Swampscott. This time Tewksbury 
got revenge beating them fair and 
square, 8-6. 

"This was our state champion- 
ship right here," said Ganchi, as 
that win put the Nationals to the 


state finals. "This is the game we 
wanted all along." 

Tewksbury would advance to 
East Hampton, where they would 
play the second game of a Tewks- 
bury doubleheader. The Senior 
‘Nationals also made it to the state 
finals and they became the first 
team ever in the town to bring 
home a little league state title and 
the 13's followed right after as 
Favreau tossed a five-inning one 
hitter over Webster in the 16-1 win 

Tewksbury then took on Ver- 
mont for the New England title and 
blanked them 10-0 behind another 
shutout by Favreau. That meant it 
was onto the Eastern Regionals, to 
be held in Naunet, New York (just 
outside Manhatten) at the Zukor 
Park Complex. The winner of the 8- 
team playoff would go on to Michi- 
gan to play in the Little League 
World Series 

‘Tewksbury took on Wallkill, New 
York and won 10-0 behind another 
gem by Favreau. Then came Tom's 
River of New Jersey, who the pre- 
vious year were the Little League 
World Series champions shown on 
ESPN2. Tewksbury lost, 92, even 
though they led 2-1 after the first 
inning 

From that point on, basically all 
the rules of baseball were thrown 
out the window because Ganchi (as 
well as his assistant coaches who 
did a very good job during his years, 
including Derek Anderson, Danny 
Canada and Gary Carlson) and the 
"Comeback Kids" did everything in 
their power to make sure they did 
the unthinkable on the diamond. 

After beating Biddeford, Maine, 
6-0, Ganchi was called more than 
the "short Italian guy." It was more 


like, "the crazy coach". 

With a loss in hand in the double 
elimination tournament, down by a 
run in the bottom of the seventh 
with Mark Boudreau at third and 
Ryan Carlson at the plate, Ganchi 
pulled more than rabbits out of his 
Tewksbury hat against Greenwich, 
Rhode Island. Carlson had a 1-2 
count on him, as all three pitches 
from the Greenwich pitcher came 
from the stretch. But on the fourth 
pitch, the pitcher wanted to blow 
the fastball by Carlson, so he went 
from his normal delivery. 

"Bo, you're stealing home,” 
Ganchi said to Boudreau at third. 
"What?" said Boudreau back 
"You're stealing home on this pitch,” 
Ganchi repeated. Carlson didn't 
even see the sign. Boudreau took

off and slided in safely at home 
Boudreau came across the plate so 
fast, a tag was never made 

Twenty minutes later after both 
teams cleared the field as the um- 
pires called the Little League head- 
quarters for a ruling, because the 
home plate umpire called a 
catcher's balk, Tewksbury won the 
game as Ryan Carrigan's fly ball 
was dropped scoring Carlson with 
the winning run. 

"You should have seen the look 
on Bo's face when I told him he was 
going," laughed Ganchi afterwards. 
"He thought I was joking; he didn't 
know if I was crazy or serious. But 
he went and he scored. And all of 
the credit goes to him." 

The following night, August 7, 
Tewksbury trailed DuBois, 
Pennslyvania, 6-0 — as Favreau's 
24-inning scoreless streak came to 
ahalt — and came back to win 7-6 
thanks to a two-run pinch hit single 


by Rich Chartienitz, and a triple 
and great catch by outfielder Jason 
Veiga. Not only was that the third 
come-from-behind win for the team 
in the tournament, it was their 12th 
win in all and their fourth by a 
single run. The win also meant a 
showdown of the two remaining 
teams: Tewksbury and Tom's River. 
One win and Tom's River would 
advance, two wins by Tewksbury 
and they would advance. 

Ganchi had a tough decision to 
make before the first encounter. 
Who would pitch? He had his ace, 
Scott Favreau, who in the tourna- 
ment was 80 with an 140 ERA. 
During one 26 inning stretch, 
Favreau gave up 9singles (noextra 
base hits) and struck out 42 batters. 
He didn't face Tom's River in the 
first game (nor did he in the sec- 
ond), Boudreau did on just one day 
rest. In that week, Boudreau had 
pitched two 100 pitched games and 
his arm was very tired, as was 
Favreau's, who pitched the previ- 
ous game against Pennsylvania. 

"Both Scott and Bo have futures 
ahead of them and they have pitched 
alot this week," said Ganchi after 9- 
1loss to Tom's River on August 8. "I 
wasn't going to pitch them [that 
day] - no matter what.” 

Instead Ganchi called on Ryan 
Carlson, who hadn't pitched over 
two weeks because of a pulled 
muscle. Carlson pitched a tremen- 
dous game, leaving his heart imple- 
mented on the pitcher's mound. 
Tewksbury lost, 91, and Ganchi 
found it extremely hard to hold 
back tears. 

"It was a total team effort and 
that was the name of the game with 
these guys. We showed that anyone 


can do anything. Never in my fond- 
est dreams did I think I would be 
sitting here and holding this 
{runner's up] trophy. 

"I forgot everything this past 
week. I forgot about bills, my mort- 
gage - everything -I ate, drank and 
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slept baseball. These kids are spe- 
cial. I just hope the people back 
home realize what these kids have 
accomplished." 

As Ganchi forgot about his mort- 
gage in that game, he would soon 
remember it in one of his highlights 
of last year's summer all-star team. 
Playing against its biggest rivals in 
district competition in Billerica, 
Tewksbury lost its first game to 
Billerica setting upa do-or-die game 
the following night. His words after 
the loss, "These kids don't like to 
lose - it leaves a real bad taste in 
their mouths. 

"These kids won't lose two games 
ina row. We'll be ready for [tomnor- 
row]. I'll bet my mortgage that 
we'll win." 

The next night, not only did 
Ganchi back up his words, but this 
game almost became more like a 
bar room brawl than a little league 
game. After a question to the home 
plate umpire by Ganchi, a Billerica 
parent started to verbalize the coach 
saying, "Do you want some cheese 
with that wine?." Needless to say 
Ganchi didn't like that comment, 
and had to held back by assistant 
coaches as he went towards the 


parent. 

But he would get the last laugh. 
When Tewksbury trailed 4-0 going 
to the last of the sixth and they 
scored five runs which eventually 


gave them the win and his third 
District Championship in four years, 


it was Ganchi who was seen trot- 
ting from his third’ base coaches 
box over to the Tewksbury dugout 
yelling, "Come on guys, we have 
the LEAD (as his face looked right 
at the parent with the biggest pos- 
sible smirk one could have), Let's 
go play some defense." 

Besides having a love of disturb- 
ing the opposing parents as much 
as he could, having a love to have a 
good time, of having a loveto coach, 
teach and be around kids, Ganchi 
was very good at all of those. Ex- 
tremely good in fact. Perhaps his 
best strength as a coach was howhe 
got players focused, ready to go, 
and his ability to pull their heads up 
when desperately needed. 

Tony Ganchi knew how to win. 
With a combined record of 28-4 dur- 
ing all-star competition from '94- 
‘96, Ganchi did need an introduc- 
tion to the losing column because 
he was very seldomly there. 

But as far asa youth coach inthe 
town of Tewksbury, Tony Ganchi 
will now say farewell to the win 
column which he grew so accus- 
tomed to. He'll also say farewell to 
the kids of Tewksbury, who he has 
grown so accustomed to and who 
have grown so accustomed to him.

Senior Pony League squad 
drops one-run game to Everett

Summer offers a lot of interest- 
ing distractions.

hether a person got 
bitten by the boating 
bug as a child in the 


bathtub or as part of a mid-life 
crises, the use of boats, both 
power and sail, requires quite a 
bit of knowledge that can be 
gained by becoming a member 
of the United States Power 
Squadron or its local District 12 
chapter, the Charles River 
Power and Sail Squadron. 

Charles River Commander 
Richard Duncan of Wilmington 
mused, “A lot of people have an 
affinity for the water.” 

Squadron Membership Chair- 
person Weldon Nelson of 
Winchester thoughtfully added 
the downside to that statement, 
“I see an awful lot of people out 
there who don't know the first 
thing about safe boating.” 

These two men show the dif- 
ferences in when a person can 
become interested in boating. 
Commander Duncan has been 
around boats, albeit other peo- 
ples, since he was a child of 10 
years-old on Staten Island, New 
York. The interest hit Nelson in 
his college days. 

However, the two also have a 
common bond in the fact that 
they did not join the Power 
Squadron until they had been 
boating for a while. The two 
have another bond in the fact 
that both are sailors rather than 
cruisers (power boat owners). 

Duncan first joined just over 
2 years ago. 

He recalled, “I started out by 
taking the Basic Boating Course, 
like everybody else. That same 
year I took the Seamanship 
Course.” 

Although he did take a 
Weather course, provided by the 
Squadron, Nelson said that it 
was another five years before he

took the Piloting course and 
then moved right up the ranks. 
He is now a full fledged naviga 
tor and has taken every course 


the Squadron has to offer. 

“The only reason I have stuck 
with the Power Squadron and 
promote it is that it promotes 
boating education and safety,” 
Duncan said. “There is a social 
side, but other organizations 
offer that.” 

He added, “You do meet a lot 
of interesting people.” 

Nelson said of the Charles 
River Squadron, “Its a very 
mixed group of people interested 
in boating, boating safety, and 
boating education. There are a 
wide range of ages ranging from 
very young to elderly.” 

To that end a good number of 
the classes are also social 
events in a way. They may be 
held on an instructors sail or 
power boat and each of the class 
members will learn such things 
as navigational skills, or other 
skills needed to be a good boat 
person. 

Nelson recalls being a mem- 
ber since the 1960's. 

“I've been interested in sail- 
ing since | was in college,” he 
said. “I took the courses to fur- 
ther my boating education.” 

He notes “The past few years 
1 have gotten more involved 
with the running of the organi- 
zation.” 

Nelson and his wife, Naomi, 
are also an example of the fami- 
ly value strength of the organi- 
zation which has accepted 
women as full members since 
1982 when the Women’s 
Auxiliary was disbanded. Mrs. 
Nelson is the Charles River 
Squadron's Secretary, this year. 

As Duncan noted, being on 
the “Bridge” is like going

“Of 29 merchants in town who 
sell tobacco products, 18 have 
achieved 100 percent compliance 
with the town-wide Tobacco 
Program Control By-law over 
the past year, according to the 
program director, who distrib- 
uted plaques to the cooperating 
business owners at a recent 
Board of Health meeting,” notes 
the Wakefield edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“In order to receive an 
award, retailers had to pass four 
compliance checks, which were 
done over the course of one 
year, said Adrienne Rains, direc- 
tor of the Wakefield Tobacco 
Control Program. 

“These compliance awards 
are just one part of the town 
Tobacco Program, which is 
state-funded and has the inten- 
tion of enforcing current regula- 
tions and aid in smoking preven- 
tion efforts. 

“As part of the program, 
Rains has recently helped to 
bring the Great American 
Smoke-Out activities to 
Wakefield Memorial High 
School, which encouraged stu- 
dents to learn more about the 
health risks associated with the 
use of tobacco products. 

“Other activities at the High 
School have included an ‘adopt 
a smoker’ program and a peer 
leadership group composed of 
high school students who will 
eventually go into other schools 
to give smoking prevention lec- 
tures. 

“Yet high school students are 
not the only people at risk for 
cigarette use. Statistics show 

that elementary school students 
benefit from prevention pro- 
grams too, said Rains. These 
children may be exposed to 
smoking in the home or at 
school, she added. 

“For this reason, over the 
past few months Rains has 
worked with a number of Girl 
Scout and Boy Scout groups, an 
endeavor she considered to be 
very successful...”

Squadron first carne about as an 
idea in 1911 when Roger Upton 
1 member of the Boston Yacht 
Club, in Marblehead, (made up 
of both sail powered and stearn: 
powered yachts) suggested a 
club within the club for a “select 
group of ‘gasoliners’ who would 
develop such new forms of cruis™ 
ing and racing as the new type 
yachts demanded.” 

The idea grew at the Yacht 
Club and, in 1912, 20 of the gaso- 
liners were invited to join 40 
windjammers from the Yacht 
Club on the annual cruise. After 
many of the windjammers lost 
their masts or were otherwise 
«riously damaged during a sud. 
den Nor’easter, the powerboats 
were able to tow them safely to 
shore. 

The following year, 1913, the 
Yacht Club officially named the 
group the Power Squadron 
Under Upton, the group had 
trained in many different 
aspects of boating safety and 
that remained a theme of the 
Squadron. In 1914, 30 delegates, 


representing 70 clubs and asso- 
ciations with power boats met at 
the New York Yacht Club and 
the United States Power 
Squadron was formed. 

Ironically, within the last 
year, the original Boston Power 
Squadron was disbanded and 
many of its members have 
joined the Charles River 
Squadron and other eight that 
now make up District 12. 

In 1953-54 District 12 was 
made up of Squadrons from all 
over New England and the 
National organization thought it 
was two large an area for one 
group of Bridge officers to 
cover. Both District 18 and 19 
were spun off of the original dis. 
trict 

However, this left District 12 
with only two squadrons. Where 
as the Boston Squadron had 
over 600 members, it was split 
up into eight other squadrons 
with Charles River being the 
first to be chartered in 1954 

At that time the Squadron 
started to hold its courses in 
Cambridge at Rindge Technical 
High School 


According to a history of the 
Squadron, “From the very first 
the newly formed Charles River 
Power Squadron was dedicated 
to an excellent educational pro- 
gram.”

Most people with bee aller- 
gies carry self-injectable doses 
of epinephrine (adrenaline) to 
combat the effects of shock.

Even if the victim seems 
stable after an epinephrine 
injection, he or she must be 
given immediate medical atten:

If swelling does not go down 
quickly, Dr. Reisman suggests 
applying a paste made from 
meat tenderizer and water and 
leaving it on the area for 30 to 40 


minutes. Taking Benadryl or a 
similar antihistamine will also 
reduce swelling, and can also 
stop any itching, he says. 

Since summer and fall are 
the most dangerous times of 
year for bee, wasp and yellow 
jacket stings, avoid these insects 
and their venom at all costs. 
Stinging insects will only attack 
if aggravated, so try not to dis- 
turb nests or hives. Bees are 
often found buzzing around 
clover patches in backyards, in 
tree stumps and around large 
rocks. 


Yellow jackets nest in the 
ground and in walls, and hornets 
and wasps build nests in bushes, 
trees and under roofs. Always be 
cautious when you find unusual 
mounds or lumps in any of these 
areas. If bees do give chase 
when disturbed do not swat at 
them, as this only makes them 
angrier. Cover your face and run 
away in a zigzag pattern. 


Bees and other stinging 
insects are attracted to bright 
colors and strong smells Avoid 
food in open garbage cans, 
dumps and open picnic areas, 
and try not to wear too much 
perfume, hair spray or cologne. 

So don’t keep your feet bun- 
dled up in heavy boots this sum- 
mer, but when you do kick off 
your shoes be careful where you 
step.

“The third annual Patriotic 
Play about Tewksbury’s history 
was performed by the Heath 
Brook and Trahan Schools. The 
Mass. Cultural Council, the 
Tewksbury Cultural Council, the 
Tewksbury Historical Society, 
the Tewksbury Teachers 
Association, the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association and the 
Tewksbury School Department 
sponsor the program, open to 
the general public. 

“The play reenacts 
Tewksbury history from 1625 to 
1775. The first scene is about 
Native American Indians who 
lived as part of the Wamesit 
Tribe and Chief Passaconaway, 
who united the surviving 
Algonquins along the 
Merrimack River. 

“The second scene shows the 
Puritans with John Winthrop as 
their leader. He buys the New 
England Company and uses it as 
an excuse to move out of 
England for New England.

“The third act has a scene of 
some Tewksbury women prepar- 
ing for war.
